Frank Sinatra, Jr., is well on his way to fill the vacuum left by his retired 
dad. He keeps busy 52 weeks a year. Dates had to be juggled, shooting schedules 
re-arranged to make him available for his featured role in "Once Upon A Tour, " 
a musical funfest also starring Phil Harris, Oliver, Ben Blue, Rich Little and 
introducing former vaudeville artist Dora Hall. 

Frank, now 27, has performed all over the world. In 1969, his return visits 
to South Africa and South America were rewarded by headlines proclaiming him, 
"Old Magic of a New Sinatra," "Frank Junior, the Charmer," and "Young 
Sinatra: An Echo of Magic." 

He was the first star of NBC's "The Golddiggers" TV series and has made 
repeated guest appearances on all major variety shows for the past five years . 
Added to his professional credit are record breaking appearances in leading 
night clubs and major fairs coast to coast. 

Frank recently completed his first major role in a motion picture — "The 
Walking Major," filmed in Japan, co-starring Dale Robertson, Dina Merrill 
and Japan's film great, Toshiro Mifune.

Oliver was born in North Wilkesboro, North Carolina, in 1944. His grass¬ 
roots background began to flourish in music when he and some friends at the 
University of North Carolina formed a blue grass group called The Virginians . 

He dissolved this group to form The Good Earth, a trio heading toward more 
popular forms of music during the middle and late 60s . 

Those were the dues paying years, Oliver recalls. In 1969 he decided to 
try it as a single performer, recording "Good Morning Starshine" from "Hair." 
"Jean" followed shortly thereafter , 

Oliver is heard on the special "Once Upon A Tour" show album. He also 
records for United Artists, mostly in Los Angeles, where he recently moved 
with his long time manager Bill Cash. 

Oliver no longer fights over complicated arrangements to put the lyrics 
across. Instead, he plays his accoustic guitar with some solid rhythm backup, 
and just sings . It T s all that he needs. He is doing what he loves: communicating 
in song and music the feelings of a person experiencing life.

In 
"Once Upon A Tour," TV special, he pairs up with Dora Hall, former vaudeville 
artist, in song, dance and pantomime specialities, and features his famed and 
hilarious Glee Club routine . 

He started at the age of 1 3 to imitate Charlie Chaplin in front of Baltimore 
theatres, to attract audiences to the latest Chaplin pictures.

He originated a skating dance act featured 
in leading theatres all over the world .

When the show business bug bit again, the vaudeville era was over. 

Night club work never interested her. For a singer it was quite natural to 
turn to records, and Los Angeles, her home base, has always had some of 
the best recording studio facilities and back-up talent available. For the

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past several years she has recorded many singles and many albums, dis¬ 
tributed through a national mail order company. Her recorded repertoire 
scales the gamut of the musical scene — past and present. To date, the 
national Dora Hall fan club numbers over 40,000 active members.

an average Midwestern housewife touring a busy, star-studded television 

studio. I call it type casting, " she muses. She was born in Galesburg, 

Illinois and brought up in Des f\/loines, Iowa.
